factory, the larger bottle of which was priced by 
the commission at half the value of the smaller 
bottle.

Khrushchev Troubled, Too 


Russians are a drinking folk, generally speaking. 
They like vodka and brandy and other liquors and 


m any of them enjoy getting a load on. as the expres­ 
sion goes. 
Nikita Khrushchev himself has not been 


notorious as a teetotaler. 
However, in his final speech 
A at 'tie Party Congress Khrushchev said this 


“ In their speeches some of the delegate'- to the 
congress condemned hard drinking and raised the ques­ 
tion of intensifying the tight against this evil. the 
measures against illicit distilling ol alcoholic spirits. 
The people illicitly distilling spirits not only spoil su­ 
gar. gram , and other products, not only profiteer, but 
also m ake drunkards of weak-willed people and poison 
their constitutions, because illicitly distilled spirits 
have a large content of fuel oil. 
“ I consider that the suggestions to intensify the 
struggle against hard drinking and illicit spirit dis­ 
tilling are correct and the congress supported the 
comrades who advanced these suggestion ”

“ It would have been a good thing if the central 
committees of the Communis! parties and the councils 
of ministers of the union republics paid more atten­ 
tion to this question and outlined concrete steps against 
the abuse of alcoholic liquors and against illicit spirit 
distillers—those 'chemists' who cause grave injury to 
peoples health and harm society. 
I think that draft 
laws on this question should be drawn up in the repub­ 
lic and turned over for discussion by the people " 


The good old days of Al Capone have come to So­ 
viet Russia and Khrushchev is worried. 
I do not know 
whether the sp eak easy has yet appeared there, but 
once bootlegging gets going on a big scale not only 
docs the government lose revenue but the bootlegger 
turns to other forms of operations. 
Some of them turn 
to vice and show the little girls how lo make a huck 
or so; some of them get into gambling 
They first 
corrupt the police and then take over local govern­ 
ments. 
There is no private enterprise in Soviet Russia. 
Nobody owns a factor or a null or a store 
It us all 
government-owned and operated 
The Marxist social­ 
istic doctrine that the government should own the 
means of production and distribution, is carried out in 
every respect without exception 


Hut K hrushchev him self a d m its that there are 
“ e b e m is t s ” who run private stills and that there is 
illicit rum running like hark here in the 1920’s when 
a noble exp erim en t turned out to he a sou rce of 
enorm ou s in com e to m u rd erers, thieves, crook s, 
g a n gsters, vier lords and others who d isco v ered 
the doctrine that there w as lots of m o n ey in the 
violation of the law, provided you knew the right 
people.

Khrushchev may di-cover that no illicit still ta n 
exist unless his police permit it to exist and that no­ 
body can scil the stuff secretly unless the police are 
in on the secret 
Therefore, he needs to have a look 
at his police force, both the overt police and the secret

They are without doubt engaging in a little 
private enterprise of their own 
Maybe, they make 
the stutf. 
Who knows? 
Also. Khrushchev might begin to worry as to what 
happens when he stops the bootleggers from selling 
liquor.

The Double Cross

NEW YORK - The New York 
Federal Reserve Bank along with 
three other banks took the finan­ 
cial community by surprise in 
raising the discount rate from 
2 'i to 3 per cent 


This is the highest rate since 
August of 
19.37. 
when the 
Re­ 
serve, misjudging the faltering 
business and stock market, put 
the discount rate to 3'? from 3 
per cent. 


The surprise action cam e with­ 
in less than 24 hours after a 
m em ber of the Federal Reserve 
Board in Washington had given 
assurance tfiat money would not 
be made tighter at this time. 


The board m em ber — M. S. 
Szymczak — said in a speech 
that only the present high unem ­ 
ployment was keeping the F eder­ 
al 
Reserve 
from 
following 
a 
more restrictive policy, 
This implied no change in the 
money squeeze at this time and 
it brought a rally in the m arket 
for U. S Government securities. 


There had been rum ors several 
weeks ago that the Federal Re­ 
serve 
wa- considering 
another 
increase in the bank rate and 
also might make it tougher for 
margin buyers of securities. 
Two weeks ago the head of the 
New York Federal Reserve Bank 
— Alfred Hayes — at a back­ 
ground press conlerence indicat­ 
ed that the New York bank felt 
that the 
Board 
rn 
Washington 
had gone far enough in its re ­ 
straints 
So. the financial community re ­ 
laxed and the Government bond 
market began to improve for the 
first time since its crack up last 
spring, 
For the financial community it 
is a case of double shock 
The 
parade to higher discount ch arg­ 
es is led by the N. Y. Federal 
Reserve Bank. 
Interestingly, a spokesman for 
the Federal Reserve Board said 
he was not in a position lo “ inter­ 
pret, label or characterize” the 
action 
The financial community and 
probably the IL S Treasury will 
have no such difficulty charac­ 
terizing 
the 
Reserve’s surprise 
action. 
It is a double cross. 
This may not be a case of the 
left hand not knowing what the 


right hand is doing 
hut of the 
right hand nol knowing what the 
right hand is doing. 
The action of the four hanks 
had to be approved by the F ed­ 
eral Reserve Board in Washing­ 
ton. 
The other eight banks arc 
expected to follow.

the current 
rate of joblessness — 4 7 million 
—- a “ social, political and econo­ 
mic 
problem” 
of 
which 
the

“ If the question is whether we 
would 
he 
m ore 
restrictive 
if 
there w asn’t this level of unem ­ 
ployment,” 
he 
continued, 
“ the 
answer is yes.” 
Critics of the Board have been 
N aming its tight money policy 
for the present level of unem ­ 
ployment 
So, Szymezak’s rem arks were 
taken as assurances from “ the 
horse s mouth” that the Reserve 
would do nothing now, although 
it would like to. 
The 
Federal s action reflects 
its v i e w s that short term money 
will continue tight through this 
spring. 
There has been a firm ­ 
ing of interest rates. 
it means that William Martin 
—- the Board's chairm an—again 
has had his way. 
Only a few 
weeks ago he did tell the Joint 
Congressional 
Economic 
Com­ 
mittee that while the outlook for 
the immediate period head was 
fur stability, there was “ infla­ 
tionary tinder lying all around 
u s” which might at any time 
touch off a rapid rise in prices. 
Martin's 
record, 
as 
well 
as 
that of the Reserve Board, as 
prophets is akin to that of the 
weather bureau. 
They could not 
see the stormy weather of 1957 
and 
pressed 
ahead 
with 
their 
light money policy, accelerating 
the business slide and the m a r­ 
ket's decline. 
The Federal Reserve is mov ing 
on the false assumption that this 
is a credit inflation, which 
it 
isn t. 
This is a wago-price and 
Government 
deticit 
inflation. 
Tinkering with the discount rate 
will have no influence on the 
union leadership, unless the R e­ 
serve succeeds in bringing on 
a serious business recession with 
even higher unemployment.

Tawes said he would sit down 
with Budget Director James G. 
Rennie Tuesday to screen spend­ 
ing requests and determine how 
much he can 
apportion for a 
school teachers pay raise and oth* 
er purposes 


Before he received Monday’s re­ 
port. he was understood to be 
planning a new appropriation of 


2 's million dollars for the stall 
of a $400 pay raise for school 
teachers to be financed over a 
four-year period. 
Is Committed 


It could not be determined im- 
mediately whether this would he 
scaled down any. Tawes admitted 
that he had been hoping for a 
little higher estimate of revenues, 
based on recent rosy reports of 
tax collections 
Tawes said he is already com­ 
mitted to funds for a new eco­

and other projects approved by 
the Legislature After these fund* 
are set aside he will know exactly 
how much he can use for other 
purposes.
